With regard to claims 1-6 and 8-14, Bui et al. (i.e., Fig. 2) shows a power supply circuit 
for a device-under-test comprising all the claimed subject matter. 
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3. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

4. Claims 15-17 are allowable over prior art. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Wilstrup et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,773,990), Persons (U.S. Pat. No. 5,917,331), Pun et al. 
(U.S. Pat. No. 6,087,843) and Eldridge et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,339,338) also disclose power 
supply circuits for a device-under-test, each of which comprises substantial elements as recited in 
the claims of the application.
